!• Collectivization in the Ternopol area v/as aoaoesplished iargeXy’ in 
1948- 1949 p when partisan activity in the area i-vaa finally end^gd by a 
concerted government drive. A typical kolkhoz in the Ternopol arm 
centers around a village and has about hectares of land. Failles 
tdave their own houses and private garden plots * for which they pay 
an annual'rent of 123 rubles. Most families live in the village. 

During the Stalin em, there uras a drive to rnave into the village those 
families living outside in the fields^ bui a few familias managed to 
fiaintain their outlying h€3^lies. After Stalin’s death -the drive kra^ 
stopped. .The py’esent policy is that famiXios llvik-ig outside the 
village may stay as long as they Xive^, but children tey not into 

their parents* houses when the parents die/ and new faasllies 
settle in the vilXavge. The chairman of the village soviet has on 
occasion refused permission to a villager to move liia family into aii 
outlying hous© iormrly occupied hy his pavrents. 

2 . • The ' advantaged of living outside the vil.lag0 are primarily more freedom 

of action and a larger garden plot. Village ffimilies normally receive 
25 ares^ of private iand^ although a few who live on the village out- 
skirts near the fields may receive 40 aresi outside dwellers receive 
40 ares. Since there ar© no close neiglriborSi, a resident outside the 
village has nwc privacy for illegal activities^ such ais stealing from 
the collective and fiiaking moonshine .liquor^, and Is less l^isely to 
be reported, by an observer. 

3. The main crop In the kolkhozes is sugar beets ^ ‘to which about 323 
hectares a year is allocated,, The next most important crop is wheat. 
Several kinds are grown: on©- for 'feed^, another for dark breads 
another for li^t bread, ai*^ winter ,A?fheat,. sown in the latter part of 
Octobei-’, Wheat is harvested by combines, mvl village residents as 
well as lasmbers of the kolkhoz assist, on a. day work ba^is.
